Dr. M. R Trumbower, Sta te Veter­ 
inarian, who is an expert in the detec­ 
tion 
of tuberculosis in cattle, deliv­ 
ered a lecture in Sterling last week on 
the subject: his particular object being 
to secure for our neighboring city a 
meat and milk inspecting commission. 
His subject was “ Tuberculosis and Its 
Rela tion to Public Health;" truly a 
most important matter. 
From 
the 
Daily Standard we collate the lea ding 
ideas of this lecture. 
The early part of the address was de­ 
voted to a statement of the nature of 
the 
disease 
and of its prevalence 
among domestic animals, and th« ' con­ 
sequent effect upon the human family . 
The doctor cited from a number of 
prominent medical authorities, ea ch of 
whom was emphatic in his statement 
tha t the d is e a se is very frequently com­ 
municated to the human sy stem by the 
use as food of the milk or flesh of in­ 
fected animals. 
The grea test danger, 
sta ted Dr. Trumbower, lies in the use of 
milk. 
The meat is usually subjected 
to a sufficient degree of heat to destroy 
the bacilli, while milk is not. 
A largo percenta ge of the deaths 
among the American Indians is duo to 
tuberculosis. 
T he disease has been 
communicated to them by inferior and 
tuberculous animals furnished them 
for food. 
It is said tha t fifty per cent 
of the deaths among the India ns are 
from tuberculosis in some form. 
It is well nigh impossible to detect 
the disease in animals without the tu­ 
be rculin test. 
External sy mptoms are 
very rare. 
Ottawa is at present the only city in 
the sta te where an inspection is made. 
The results there have been eminently 
satisfactory . 
Every organized town or 
city , has the power to enact such nmas- 
uros as it sees fit, for the inspection of 
mea t and milk, and th« ; importance of 
such inspection is obvious to every per­ 
son who has given the subject a mo­ 
ment's thought. 
Th« « pivsent moatsup- 
ply of country towns is inferior for sev­ 
eral reasons. 
The stock raisers, for 
some reason, prefer to sell the best beef 
animal on the Chica go market. 
The 
result is that a number of inferior beef 
ca ttle are killed here and tha t a largo 
amount of meat is shipped to butchers 
h'-re from Chicago. 
There is no question but tha t animal 
tuberculosis is an Important factor in 
the prevalence and propagation of con­ 
sumption, and for this reason the pub­ 
lic has a right to demand such an in ­ 
spection 
it so« ‘B fit. 
Dr. Trumbower is a man of wide ex­ 
perience in his profession and has given 
a great deal of his attention t<> this dis­ 
ease.

A diligent hunt has been m ade for 
years after stories of telepathy, m ind 
reading, 
second 
sight, 
clairvoyance, 
crystal vision, and so on, by the Society 
For Psychical Research, and great pains 
have been taken to obtain corroboration 
if possible. 
One of the most experienced and in ­ 
defatigable investigators in that org an ­ 
ization, Frederic 
W. 
H. Myers, e m ­ 
bodies scores of these narratives in a 
paper printed in the report of the pro­ 
ceedings of the Society For Psychical 
Research. A few are selected for repro­ 
duction here to illustrate some of the 
supposed w orkings of the m ysterious 
faculty in question. 
D. J. Parsons, a physician in ¡Sweet 
Springs, Mo., says he discovered years 
ago th a t he was able to see things, 
m entally, w hich had happened hundreds 
of m iles aw ay and m any years before.

011 the cars, and one day we ran up to a 
train th at had been wrecked a little 
w hile before. 
I w ent to the wreck, and 
about the first th in g th a t I saw w as a 
young lady lying upon the ground dead. 
One hand was naked, and one was cov­ 
ered w ith a dark red kid glove. ’ In ­ 
stantly upon his uttering the words the 
dark re<l kid glove and the hand va n ­ 
ished. ” 
Subsequently the Dr. Trotter 
hero 
m entioned sent a full account of the ac­ 
cident and the conversation w ith Dr. 
Parsons to an officer of the Psychical 
Research society in reply to inquiries. 
He 
corroborated 
the foregoing story 
fully, adding that the gloved hand m ade 
a strong impression on him , “ which has 
rem ained to this day, about 40 yea rs.” 
H e was astounded at Dr. P arsons’ re­ 
m ark to him nearly « 30 years after the 
event, and even yet cannot understand 
how th a t person should have broached 
the subject, inasm uch as Dr. T rotter had 
never to his know ledge mentioned the 
sight of the dead girl to a living soul. 
A large group of incidents found in 
this collection occurred almost exactly 
at the same tim e w hen the “ percipient” 
received a 
corresponding 
impression. 
S h ipw reck«, m ore trifling « accidents, the 
recovery of a lost dog and the position 
in w hich a w atch th a t had bee n dropped 
in a hayiicld a few hours before still 
lay were paralleled by vi.-iui, either in 
sleep or a bait w aking condition. Thus, 


011 the m orning of Oct. 7, 188a, the wife 
of a Chicago m an asked him , w hile they 
were Toth dressing ancl before either of 
them had left tiieir sleeping room, if I

had ever known a person nam ed Ksdale. 
He replied in the negative. 
Then she 
n arrated a dream in w hich she saw a 
coffin 011 the lake shore so marked. Later 
in the day the mail discovered in the 
m orning paper of th at date an account 
of the disappearance of W illiam E. Es- 
daile, but w ith no theory as to his fate. 
A fter elaborate inquiry it seems to be 
established that this w as the first public 
m ention of the fact th a t he was missing.

hint was w hispered in his ear by some 
unseen agency. 
Accidents, and even 
deaths, 
were predicted weeks in a d­ 
vance, and som etim es on a specified 
date, and the forecast w as fulfilled.

m an dream ed of seeing the headstone of 
his own grave inscribed “ Jun. St.” 
As 
the word “ J un e ” is seldom abbreviated, 
he believed th a t this was m eant for 
“ Jan. 9 .” 
Soon afterw ard one of his 
children died on Jun e 9 , and he consid­ 
ered this occurrence a fulfillm ent of the 
supposed prophecy. 
However, he died 
him self several 
years 
afterw ard 
on 
Jan. 9 . 
The experts w ho have undertaken the 
study (¡f the phenom ena here described 
are eagerly looking for mere stories of 
this s ort Dr. Richard Hodgson, 
0 Boyl- 
ston place, Boston, i- the A m erican sec­ 
retary and treasurer of the Society For 
Psychical Research, and wh n he gets 
hold of a new’ yarn ho proceeds to in- 
vesrigate the m atter carefully before re­ 
porting the facts to headquarters 
in 
London.— N ew Y ork Tribune.
